PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY MOBILE HOME LOCAL SERVICES TAX ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government, and as such has the 
power to tax pursuant to Article VII. Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; 
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WHEREAS, pursuant to the Mobile Home Local Tax Services Act, 35 ILCS 515/1 el seq., the 
General Assembly has imposed a privilege tax upon owners of inhabited mobile homes, which applies to 
all such mobile homes except those located within Cook County, which is exempted pursuant to Section 
9.1 of that Act; 

WHEREAS, the General Assembly specifically refused to limit a home rule county such as the 
County of Cook from imposing its own tax at its own rate in Section 3 of the Act, 35 ILCS 515/3; 

WHEREAS, revenue from the mobile home local services tax would be distributed by the County 
Treasurer to the local taxing districts within the boundaries of which such mobile homes are located, in 
the same proportion as the property taxes collectible for each such taxing district the prior year, and 
would provide much needed revenue for these taxing districts to provide local services such as schools; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County:

Section 1. Mobile Home Defined 

As used in this Ordinance, “mobile home” means a factory assembled structure designed for 
permanent habitation and so constructed as to permit its transport on wheels, temporarily or permanently 
attached to its frame, from the place of its construction to the location, or subsequent locations, and 
placement on a temporary foundation, at which it is intended to be a permanent habitation, and situated so 
as to permit the occupancy thereof as a dwelling place for one or more persons, provided that any such 
structure resting in whole on a permanent foundation, with wheels, tongue and hitch removed at the time 
of registration provided for in Section 4 of this Ordinance, shall not be construed as a “mobile home”, but 
shall be assessed and taxed as real property as defined by Section 1-130 of the Property Tax Code. 
Mobile homes owned by a corporation or partnership and on which personal property taxes are paid as 
required under the Revenue Act of 1939 shall not be subject to this tax. Mobile homes located on a 
dealer’s lot for resale purposes or as an office shall not be subject to this tax. 
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Section 2. Mobile home park defined 

As used in this Ordinance, the phrase “mobile home park" means a tract of land or 2 or more 
contiguous tracts of land which contain sites with the necessary utilities for 5 or more independent mobile 
homes for a period of one or more months either free of charge or for revenue purposes, and shall include 
any building, structure, vehicle or enclosure used or intended for use as a part of the equipment of such 
mobile home park. Separate ownership of contiguous tracts of land shall not preclude the tracts of land 
from common licensure as a mobile home park if they are maintained and operated jointly. Neither a 
mobile home resting on a permanent foundation, with wheels, tongue, lug bolts and hitch permanently 
removed, nor a motorized recreational vehicle shall be construed as being a part of a mobile home park. 

Section 3. Imposition of Tax - Rate 

Mobile homes in addition to such taxes as provided in the '‘Use Tax Act” and in the “New Motor 
Vehicle and Trailers Sales Tax Ordinance" shall be subject to the following privilege tax only, and to no 
ad valorem property tax. Except as provided in Section 8, the owner of each inhabited mobile home shall 
pay to the Cook County Treasurer an annual tax of $.50 per square foot. 

For purposes of this Ordinance, the square-footage shall be based upon the outside dimensions of 
the mobile home excluding the length of the tongue and hitch. The owner of a mobile home on January 1 
of any year shall be liable for the tax of that year, commencing with January 1,2001. 

Section 4. Registration Form - Filing - Contents of Registration Form - Signature - 
Misinformation - Application of Section 

The owner of each inhabited mobile home located in Cook County on the effective date of this 
Ordinance shall, within 30 days after such date, file with the county assessor a mobile home registration 
form showing the name and address of the owner and every occupant of the mobile home, the location of 
the mobile home, the year of manufacture, and the square feet of the mobile home based on the outside 
dimensions of the mobile home excluding the length of the tongue and hitch together with the date that 
the mobile home became inhabited, was initially placed in the county, or w-as moved to a new location. 
The registration shall be signed by the owmer or occupant of the mobile home. Mobile home park 
operators shall forward a copy of the mobile home registration form provided in Section 5-303 of the 
Cook County Mobile Home Park Ordinance, Cook County Ord. 5-291-5-312, to the County Assessor 
within 5 days of the entry of such mobile home into such park. It is the duty of the County Assessor to 
require timely filing of a properly completed registration for each mobile home located in Cook County. 
Any person furnishing misinformation for purposes of registration or failing to file a required registration 
is guilty of a Class B misdemeanor. This Section applies only when the tax permitted by Section 3 has 
been imposed. 

Section 5. Delivery of Registrations to County Clerk 

The County Assessor, within 7 days after filing of a registration, shall deliver such registration to 
the County Clerk. 
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Section 6. Computation of Tax - Certification of Tax - Distribution to Local Taxing Units 

Except as otherwise provided in this Section, within 60 days of receipt of each registration form, 
the County Assessor shall compute the tax due, as provided in Section 3, and certify the tax to the County 
Treasurer who shall mail the tax bill to the owner of such mobile home at the time he receives the 
certification or on the annual billing date, whichever occurs later, commencing on January 1, 2002. If the 
registration form is accompanied by a receipt for privilege taxes paid in Illinois for the current tax year, 
no further privilege taxes shall be imposed for the remainder of the current tax year. If the mobile home 
is initially harbored after the annual liability date, as provided in Section 3 of this Ordinance, the County 
Assessor shall reduce such tax 1/12 for each month that has passed since such annual liability date. A 
mobile home harbored after the first day of such month shall be considered to have been harbored for the 
entire month for the purposes of this Section. Thereafter, the County Assessor shall compute such tax as 
of the first day of January of each year and certify the tax to the County Treasurer. Such tax shall be due 
and payable to the County Treasurer within 60 days after the treasurer mails the tax bill to the address of 
record. The County Treasurer shall distribute such taxes to the local taxing districts within the boundaries 
of which such mobile homes are located, in the same proportion as the property taxes collectible for each 
such taxing district in the prior year. 

Section 7. Error in Tax bill - Affidavit by Owner 

If a tax bill is in error as to the square footage of the mobile home or as to the rate of tax, the 
owner may file within 6 months following receipt of the bill an affidavit with the county assessor setting 
forth such error. If the tax bill does not show the name of the correct owner, the person whose name 
appears as owner on the bill may file an affidavit with the county assessor so stating and identifying the 
correct owner, if known. Upon the filing of an affidavit as provided in this Section, the County Assessor 
shall issue a corrected bill and shall so indicate on his records. 

Section 8. Reduction of Local Services Tax - Application for Reduction 

The local services tax for owners of mobile homes who (a) are actually residing in such mobile 
homes, (b) hold title to such mobile home as provided by the ‘'Illinois Vehicle Code"’, approved 
September 29. 1969, as amended and (c) are 65 years of age or older or are disabled persons within the 
meaning of Section 3.14 of the "Senior Citizens and Disabled Persons Property Tax Relief and 
Pharmaceutical Assistance Act,” 320 ILCS 25/3.14. on the annual billing date shall be reduced to 80 
percent of the tax provided for in Section 3 of this Ordinance. Proof that a claimant has been issued an 
Illinois Disabled Person Identification Card stating that the claimant is under a Class 2 disability, as 
provided in Section 4A of The Illinois Identification Card Act, shall constitute proof that the person 
thereon named is a disabled person within the meaning of this Ordinance. An application for reduction of 
the tax shall be filed with the County Assessor by the individual who is entitled to the reduction. 
Application for the reduction in tax shall be done by submitting proof that the applicant has been issued 
an Illinois Disabled Person Identification Card designating the applicant’s disability as a Class 2 
disability, or by affidavit in substantially the following form:

This application shall be accompanied by a copy of the applicant’s most recent application filed 
with the Illinois Department of Revenue under the “Senior Citizens and Disabled Persons Property Tax 
Relief and Pharmaceutical Assistance Act," approved July 17, 1972, as amended. 

Section 9. Delinquent Taxes - Lien - Notice - Force and Effect of Lien - Release 

If any local services tax imposed by this Ordinance is not paid when due, the County Treasurer 
shall have a lien on the mobile home for the amount of the tax. penalties and interest due. The Treasurer 
shall notify the taxpayer in writing of the existence of the lien. Such lien shall terminate unless the 
County Treasurer files with the County Recorder a notice of lien, within one year of such tax date. From 
the time of the filing, the amount set forth in the certificate also constitutes a lien upon all property of the 
taxpayer then owned by him or thereafter acquired by him in the period before the expiration of the lien. 
Such liens have the same force, effect and priority as a judgment lien and continue for 10 years from the 
date of the recording unless sooner released or otherwise discharged. The County Treasurer may, at any 
time, release all or any portion of the property subject to any lien provided for in this Ordinance or 
subordinate the lien to other liens if he determines that the taxes are sufficiently secured by a lien on other 
property of the taxpayer or that the release or subordination of the lien will not endanger or jeopardize the 
collection of taxes. 

If the owner of a mobile home upon which the tax has not been paid does not make payment 
within 6 months after a lien has been filed, civil action may be instituted by the collector for the amount 
of the tax, plus interest, penalties and costs. If sale of the property is ordered, the court may direct the 
sale to be made in cash or on such terms as it may deem in the best interests of ail parties. The court may 
direct that such sale be held by the sheriff or in open court. 
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Section 10. Interest on Delinquent Taxes - Penalty for Fraud 

If any local services tax, or part thereof, imposed by this Ordinance is not paid on or before the 
due date for such tax, interest on such amount at the rate of l'/ 2 % per month shall be paid for the period 
from such due date to the date of payment of such amount. If such failure to pay such tax is the result of 
fraud, there shall be added to the tax as a penalty an amount equal to 50% of the deficiency. 

Section 11. Notice to County of Retail Sales 

Mobile home dealers shall within 10 days after any retail sale and delivery of a mobile home, notify 
the County Assessor of the sale, the name of the purchaser, year of manufacture, the point at which delivery 
to the purchaser was made, and the serial number and exterior measurements of the mobile home. 

Section 12. Mobile Home Park Operators; Mobile Home Ownership Change; Notice 

An operator of a mobile home park licensed under the provisions of the Cook County Mobile 
Home Parks Ordinance, Cook County Ord. 5-291-5-312, shall notify the County Assessor when a change 
in ownership occurs in a mobile home located within the operator's park. Such notification shall include 
the same information for the new owner as that contained in the registration form required of mobile 
home park operators by Section 4 of this Ordinance. 

Section 13. Necessity' of Permit Certifying Payment of Tax Prior to Moving Mobile Home - 
Penalty 

Before any mobile home subject to the tax imposed by this Ordinance may be moved, the 
transporting company must obtain a permit issued by the County Treasurer certifying that the tax on the 
mobile home has been paid for the current tax period and all previous tax periods for which taxes remain 
due. It shall be a Class B misdemeanor for any person or entity to move any mobile home or cause it to 
be moved a distance of more than one mile without having received such permit. It shall be a Class B 
misdemeanor for any taxpayer to move any mobile home or cause it to be moved a distance of more than 
one mile without such permit having been issued by the County Treasurer. This Section does not apply to 
any person or entity who moves a mobile home or causes it to be moved pursuant to a court order, nor 
does this Section apply to any person or municipality that moves a mobile home under the Abandoned 
Mobile Home Act. 

Section 14. Violation of Ordinance - Penalty 

It shall be a Class B misdemeanor to fail to submit information required under this Ordinance or 
to knowingly submit any false information under this Ordinance. 

Section 15. Severability - Partial Invalidity 

If any provision of this Ordinance or the application therefor to any person or circumstance is held 
invalid, such invalidity does not affect other provisions or applications of this Ordinance which can be 
given effect without the invalid application or provision, and to this end the provisions of this Ordinance 
are declared to be severable.

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Mobile Home Local 
Services Tax Ordinance. 

Section 17. Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall be effective January 1, 2001.

AN ORDINANCE GRANTING A SPECIAL USE 
FOR UNIQUE USE 

LOCATED IN NORTHFIELD TOWNSHIP 
AS AUTHORIZED BY THE COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the owner of certain property located in Northfield Township, as described in Section I, 
herein, has petitioned the Cook County Board of Commissioners of a Special Use for Unique Use permit 
in the C-4 General Commercial District, and 

WHEREAS, the said petition was received by the Zoning Board of Appeals of Cook County as Docket 
#7010 and a public hearing was held in regard to said request after due notice, all in accordance with the 
Cook County Zoning Ordinance and the Statutes of the State of Illinois, and 

WHEREAS, the Zoning Board of Appeals entered detailed findings in accordance with the standards set

Commercial District be and hereby is authorized with conditions, as set forth in the 
findings and recommendations of the Zoning Board of Appeals.

235458 COOK COUNTY PERSONNEL RESIDENCE REQUIREMENT ORDINANCE 
(PROPOSED ORDINANCE). Submitting a Proposed Ordinance sponsored by Calvin R. 
Sutker, County Commissioner: 


PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

ARTICLE I 


Section 1. Short Title: This article shall be known as the Cook County Personnel 
Residence Requirement Ordinance. 
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Section 2. Purpose: To encourage each Cook County employee to maintain a personal 
commitment to a residence in Cook County and to assure all residents that employees share 
in the responsibility of investing in the future of Cook County. 

Section 3. Residency Requirement of All Cook County Employees: Upon the effective 
date of this ordinance and thereafter, the County of Cook shall only employ persons who 
maintain residence in Cook County throughout their employment. Wages, salary and 
employee benefits may only be paid to persons residing in Cook County. 

Section 4. Exemption: Grandfather Clause : All present Cook County employees are 
exempt from the provisions of the residency requirements of this ordinance. 

ARTICLE II 


Section 1. Effective Date: This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon adoption.

235457).

*Deferred at the Personnel Compliance Committee Meeting of 10/10/00. 

Chairman Moran stated that letters were received from the Bureau of Health Services and the Bureau of 
Human Resources and should be placed in the record. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there was a representative from the Bureau of Health Services? 

Chairman Moran responded that there was no one present from the Bureau of Health Services. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for a response from Mark Kilgallon regarding Ruth Rothstein's request that 
the Board consider a provision that would permit the Bureau of Health Services to waive the residency 
requirement for categories of workers who are in short supply. 

Mark Kilgallon. Chief, Bureau of Human Resources, stated that he had spoken to Ruth Rothstein and she 
has asked that the w'aiver request be withdrawn. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested to the Chairman that Ruth Rothstein should put this new information in 
writing. He further said he favors the proposal sponsored by Commissioner Sutker and he asked for the 
deferral at the last meeting in order to receive more detailed information. 

Mark Kilgallon stated that he will get the request in writing. 

Mark Kilgallon stated that the Bureau of Human Resources oversees approximately fifteen thousand of 
the County's employees, which means that an additional twelve thousand employees do not come under 
the jurisdiction of the Bureau. He commented that his statements regarding Cook County hiring practices 
only pertain to about sixty plus percent of the total number of employees. He further stated that elected 
officials have been notified of today's meeting and were asked to attend the meeting to address any 
questions or concerns regarding the proposed ordinance. He stated that he wanted to make it clear that he 
is only speaking for those departments under the President and the Bureau of Health Services, and not a 
large part of the County that is not overseen by the Bureau of Human Resources. 
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Mr. Kilgallon stated that the Bureau of Human Resources surveyed a number of jurisdictions including 
collar counties, and the majority of the counties do not have a residency ordinance. Will and McHenry 
counties, however, do have ordinances. 

Mr. Kilgallon further said the Bureau of Human Resources does not know what the impact the ordinance 
will have on Cook County. He stated the Bureau will be able to do some analysis but because of the size 
of the Cook County and its diversity. Human Resources cannot make the assumption that there will be 
problems because some other jurisdictions are having problems. He continued by saying Human 
Resources did a quantitative analysis on what impact the ordinance would have if everyone agreed to 
move back into Cook County, and the assumption is there would not be an impact. However, if one 
person does not move back into Cook County because of the residency requirement, then there still would 
be a cost factor whether it means going to the second person on the eligibility list or whether it means 
reposting and possibly doing more testing that would result in a Fiscal impact to the county. 

He stated that the fact of having county employees supporting county businesses, supporting county 
schools, paying property taxes and living in the county, and benefits that have a financial gain to Cook 
County. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there are articles or studies that have been done on the proposed residency 
ordinance? 

Mark Kilgallon responded that the Bureau of Human Resources is seeing some problems, which is one of 
his concerns. He said the Bureau has not seen positive stories, and the county would have to look at other 
jurisdictions that are having success with resindecy requirements. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that a well-written article will look at both sides of the matter-the cost 
benefits and the cost disadvantages. 

Mark Kilgallon stated he has one article he will distribute to the committee that addresses Commissioner 
Hansen’s request. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the position of the administration on the residency ordinance? 

Mark Kilgallon responded that the administration supports the ordinance. 

Commissioner Carr stated that the residency ordinance will have an impact on the county, and it is tough 
when someone makes his or her living in Cook County and pays taxes elsewhere. Personally, he stated 
that the ordinance is not a bad thing. 

Mark Kilgallon stated that anyone who applies for a position with the City of Chicago, must show that 
they are a resident of the City of Chicago, which could limit recruitment. Mr. Kilgallon stated that the 
State’s Attorney’s Office needs to look at the present language on the County’s ordinance. He further 
stated that he believes it would still allow the county to recruit from outside the county as long as they 
have an established residency in Cook County by the time of employment. He continued by saying that 
occasionally a national search would need to be done for an expert and there currently is no stipulation in 
the ordinance. The City of Chicago allows several months for new employees to establish residency 
within the City after they are selected by a committee for specific positions. The residency ordinance 
before the committee does not indicate those specifics and would be subject to interpretation on when it 
actually goes into effect-whether by application or by employment. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked if there is language amending the ordinance to allow a period of time for an 
employee to move into Cook County? 

Mark Kilgallon stated that he can provide the committee with language, but the amendment has not been 
discussed with the sponsor of the ordinance. 

Commissioner Sutker stated that as sponsor of the ordinance, his intention was that residency would be 
required upon employment and not upon application. He stated that Section 3 in the ordinance clearly 
states the provision. He also said that Cook County wants a commitment from County employees as part 
of their employment. Commissioner Sutker read portions of a Chicago Tribune newspaper article in 
support of the proposed ordinance into the record. 

Commissioner Butler stated he believes the reason for the proposed ordinance is because there are 
employees who work for Cook County and live outside the county who are not paying property taxes. He 
suggested a better idea would be to have a Cook County Employment Tax. Fie stated he finds it difficult 
to tell people where they must live in order to be employed. He closed by saying that the ordinance is bad 
policy and it destroys the concept of a regional form of government. 

Commissioner Hansen restated his earlier requests. He concluded by saying that if the administration 
believes the ordinance should include a contingency to allow employees a period of time to move into 
Cook County, the commissioners should receive the suggested language before the board meeting. 

Commissioner Moreno stated he agrees with Commissioner Butler, but he thinks the ordinance is not 
necessary and believes the county can scrutinize employment applications no matter where the applicant 
resides, provided they are qualified. 

Commissioner Sims stated that the county should look at making exceptions and amendments if the 
county begins to loose valuable employees or highly qualified applicants. The commissioner said she 
believes the county should “leave the door open.” 

Commissioner Hansen moved approval of Item 235458, seconded by Commissioner Carr. 
Commissioner Hansen called for a Roll Call, the votes of yeas and nays being as follows:

WHEREAS, the County has not otherwise used or reallocated more than $6,025,000.00 of its 
Volume Cap prior to the date of this resolution; and

345 / IL et seq. ) (the “Act”) including, but not limited to, the written Guidelines and Procedures dated as 
of January 1, 2000, of the Governor’s Office of the State of Illinois issued under the Act (the “Guidelines 
and Procedures”), the County may reallocate all or any portion of its Volume Cap. 

NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNTY BOARD OF THE COUNTY OF

SECTION 1: That in accordance with and pursuant to the power and authority granted by and

SECTION 2 : That if for any reason V-S Industries indicates by written notice to the County and 
Wheeling that it does not intend to have Wheeling issue private activity bonds for the financing of 
Wheeling Project, the County Board of the County (i) shall at the request and direction of V-S Industries 
reallocate such unused volume cap to another municipality or state agency allowed by law for the 
issuance of private activity bonds for the financing of Wheeling Project or (ii) may, if V-S Industries does 
not request a reallocation to another municipality or state agency in its above described written notice, 
reallocate such unused volume cap to another municipality or state agency allowed by law, in whole or in 
part for any other issuance of private activity bonds or other use as permitted by law. 

SECTION 3 : That this Resolution shall constitute the agreement of the County to a different 
allocation under Section 146(e)(3) of the Code and the “writing” required under Section 6 of the Act. As 
required by the Act, Wheeling shall maintain in its records for the term of its bonds a record of 
reallocation as described in Section 1 of this Resolution. Within ten (10) calendar days of the date the 
bonds are issued. Wheeling shall file or cause to be filed, in the Office of the Governor of the State of 
Illinois, a confirmation of bond issuance letter relating to its bond issuance as provided in the Guidelines 
and Procedures. 

SECTION 4 : That the County hereby covenants and warrants that it has taken no action or issued 
bonds which would abrogate, diminish or impair its ability to fulfill the written agreement, covenants and 
undertakings on its part under this Resolution.

Requesting approval of a Resolution to allocate portions of the County’s 2000 Bond Volume Cap, in the 
amount of $525,000.00 to the Illinois Housing Development Authority (IHDA) for the purpose of 
administering a Mortgage Credit Certificate Program for suburban Cook County by December 31, 2000 
in order to prevent a lapse in the bond cap authority for 2000. A lapse in bond cap authority would mean 
the permanent loss of $525,000.00 to the County unless the bond cap is transferred to IHDA for the stated 
purpose. 

The Mortgage Credit Certificate (MCC) program allows first-time home buyers a federal income tax 
credit of 25% to 50% (up to $2,000.00) of their mortgage interest a direct federal income tax credit every 
year. The remaining mortgage interest may be deducted in the usual manner. A tax credit is a dollar-for- 
dollar reduction in the tax due, not just a deduction from gross income. A MCC holder is allowed to take 
tax credit each year, so long as the holder continues to live in the home for which the MCC was issued. 
The MCC program eliminates the need to issue bonds and the large costs associated with such issuances. 

The Department of Planning and Development coordinates and administers several housing programs. 
The MCC is an opportunity to expand home ownership in coordination with the HOME Investment 
Partnership Program activities, particularly to encourage new home construction in redevelopment areas. 

The Illinois Housing Development Authority has administered the County's MCC program since 1994 
using all of the County’s allocation and addition IHDA allocations in suburban Cook at no administrative 
cost to the County. The Mortgage Credit Certificate Program is available Countywide.
